By Missions as here used, we mean “Sending the Gospel,” where 
it is not. The Gospel is the power of God unto Salvation to all 
who believe. Without it there is assuredly no Salvation. From 
these facts we see the indispensable work of Missions. Every in- 
dividual ought to have the Gospel. But there is destitution even 
in our own bounds. Doubtless the cause will suffer for lack of 
workers. This destitution will be given in the Report of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. Again we call attention to the Mississippi 
Valley where the fields are ripe unto the harvest, also the Gulf 
Coast, much of which is without the Gospel. New Orleans, the 
Rome of the South, lies within our fields. 

There are thousands of souls perishing for the bread of life. 
Especially would we call attention to the efforts being made to 
give the Gospel, in its purity to the Colored race, which is beyond 

oubta great work. To supply this destitution, our churches 
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must come Loldly to the front. To develop the churches is mainly 

the work of the pastor. It may be aided by many individuals, and 

in various ways, but it is the duty of he pastor to go before the 
. people. We repeat what has been said before, “Like priest, like 
* ople.” Again we recommend co-operation with the State

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


To carry forward the great work of Missions is the chief work 
of the church. For this purpose it was organized, and for this pur- 
pose the Association holds its annual meetings. Although the 
work is one, for the sake of convenience we divide it into various 
departments. 

By Foreign Missions is meant the work of sending-the gospel to 
foreign lands, 

It is with pleasure that we report an encouraging progress in this 
great enterprise. The opposition once felt in our. churches is 
gradually giving away, and a continued increase of interest is tak- 
ing the place of former opposition. Difficulties that once stood in 
the way are now removed. _ By the providence of God every na- 
tion of the globe is now open to the gospel. These circumstances 
should impress the Saviour’s last commissiou “go teach all nations.” 

The rapid increase of interest, the increase of the number who 
are willing to go as Missionaries, and the great increase of converts 
from year to year to the religion of Christ are facts of encourage- 
ment, and should awaken in our hearts the profoundest gratitude 
to God for the blessings that attend our labors. 

Dr. Tupper in the last Journal says: “Our board has had 
trouble enough of late, but the cheering indications are more than 
a silver lining to the cloud. Tidings come from Brazil that our 
missionary, Bayley, is in the midst of a remarkable revival in which 
seventeen souls have professed conversion. In October a mission- 
ary party will sail for China: One will go to Mexico, another ap- 
plies to join Bro. Bayley in Brazil. Three well qualified ladies ap- 
ply for 4ppointments, one of these will go. One brother goes to 
be sustained by an Association in Georgia.” Others are anxious- 
ly waiting to go. The question is put to the church “Shall they be 
sent?” The cry for the gospel comes to us from every heathen na- 
tion. Shall they have it ? It has been intrusted to us, and we owe 
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it to the perishing nations to give them the Bread of Life. Weowe 
it to our Master to obey his commands. ‘If ye love me said he, 
“ye will do whatsoever I have commanded you.” His last great 
command was “go ye into all the world and preach the gospel to 
every creature’’ Let us as Christian people, obey this command. 
May the time soon come when “the nations of the earth shall be- 
come the Kingdoms of our Lord and of his Christ.”

Art. 3. The delegates representing the different churches shall, pt 
at the opening of each Association, present the letters specifying 
their appointments, and also showing the number baptized, re- 
ceived by letter, dismissed, excluded, restored and dead during 
the year, together with the whole number in fellowship. 
Art. 4. Every church belonging to this Body shall be entitled to 
three delegates until they number fifty members, and then one for F 
each fifty over that number.

Art. 5. We believe'in the doctrine of Election—that God has 
from the beginning chosen us to salvation through sanctification of 
the Spirit and belief of the truth. 

Art. 6. We believe that the Holy Spirit accompanies the. Word 
of Godjin the Salvation of man, in answer to the prayer of Chris- 
tians, 

Art. 7. We believe in the final perseverance of the saints, and 
that all who truly believe shall be eternally saved. 

Art. 8. We believe that baptism is Immersion alone, and that 
none but true believers are proper sebjects of the ordinance, and 
that none but regularly baptized and ordained ministers have a 
right to administer it, and that it is a prerequisite to the Lord’s 
Supper. and all who come to the Lord’s table must come according 
to the Lord’s word. 


Art. 9. We believe that a gospel church is a body of true believ- 
ers in Christ, who have been regularly baptized upon a profession 
of their faith in Him, and that there are but two officers in the 
church, viz., the Elder or Pastor, and Deacon. 

Art. 10° We believe it to be the duty of each church to extend 
and circulate the Word of God, as far as ‘their meens aed ability 
will enable them. 


Art. 11. We believe in the resurrection of the bodies of all men, 
and in a future and general judgment, and that the mg yen of

RULES OF ORDER. 


Article 1. The Association shall be opened by prayer. 

Art. 2. The Moderator and Clerk shall be chosen by the mem. 
bers present, by private ballot. 

Art. 3. The Moderator shall be considered the jadge of order, 
but any member not satisfied with his decision may appeal, pro- 
vided the appeal be made on the same day, but at no subsequent 


time. 

Art. 4.. The Moderator shall be entitled to the same privilege of 
speaking as other members, but not to vote unless his vote be ne- 
cessary to decide the question. If he rises to speak he shall call 
on some brother to take the chair, 

Art. 5. All questions brought before the Association shall be in 
troduced by motion, and if seeonded, shall be open for discussion, 
unless withdrawn by the mover or his second. When.a subject 
has been taken up, and a reasonable time allowed for discussion, 
the Moderator shall take the question by yeas and nays; and if a 
call for a division be made, it shall be decided by the members 
rising. 

Art. 6. Any member desiring to speak shall rise and address the 
Moderator. Only ove member shall be allowed to speak at a time, 
who shall not be interrupted while speaking, unless he depart from 
the subject, or make personal reflections. 

Art. 7. No person shall speak more than once upon any subject, 
until all who wish to speak shall have had an opportunity, nor 
more than twice upon any subject without permission. 

Art. 8. Every subject introduced for discussion shall be first de- 
cided before another shall be offered, unless it be laid over by mo- 
tion, with consent of the mover and Association. 


Art. 9. The Association shal!, in all cases, be governed by a ma- 
jority of the members present, except in the reception of churches; 
then a unanimous vote shall be required. But in no case shall one 
member or church prevent the reception of a church without suffi- 
cient cause shown, which shall be determined bya majority. 

Art. 10, The names of members shall be called whenever the 
Association shall direct, and absentees marked. Any member 
wishing to retire shall obtain permission of the Moderator, 

Art. 11. The appellation of “brother” shall be used by the mem- 
bers in addressing each other. 

Art. 12. Any member violating these rules shall be subject to be 
reproved by the Moderator, but only on the day the breach shall 
have been made. 

Art. 13. Amendments or alterations may be made to these rules 
when a majority deem it necessary.
